Ear-Reaching  Precedent  Is  Established 

WITH  the  capitulation  of  Bethlehem 
Steel  Corporation  to  the  pension  de- 
mands of  striking  workers  a pattern 
has  been  set  which  likely  will  end  in  other 
steel  companies  following  suit.  Steel  Is  the 
life-blood  of  industry  and  there  will  be 
relief  everywhere  when  it  flows  again  in 
volume  from  the  blast  furnaces. 

Perhaps  nothing  more  significant  in 
employer-labor  relations  has  happened, 
however,  than  the  settlement  which  has 
taken  place.  A new  principle  has  been 
conceded  which  in  all  probability  will  have 
far-reaching  effects.  It  is  that  the  employer, 

In  big  industry  at  least,  assumes  total  re- 
sponsibility for  pension  security,  towards 
which  the  worker  will  not  contribute  one 
cent.  This  la  a revolutionary  change  in 
the  realm  of  social  welfare. 

It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  Indus- 
trial unions  in  general  will  be  quick  to  seek 
advantage  of  the  precedent  thus  set.  Em- 


phasis in  future  demands  is  likely  to  be  less 
on  wage-rate  levels  and  more  on  pension 
benefits.  Where  this  might  lead  to  Is  not 
easy 'to  gauge.  It  is  a safe  assumption  that 
the  industry  which  igrants  the  pensions 
will  merely  pass  the  cost  along  In  the  form 
of  Increased  prices.  A pattern  of  this 
nature  will  then  bear  heavily  on  a section 
of  the  public  least  able  to  support  it. 

The  crux  of  the  problem  will  come  if 
larger  Industries  as  a whole  are  forced  by 
the  threat  of  big-stick  action  into  similar 
concessions.  Smaller  industries  and  the 
host  of  minor  firms  and  agencies  that 
employ  people  will  be  unable  to  follow  suit 
through  sheer  lack  of  means.  The  situa- 
tion might  then  develop  where  half  the 
population  is  forced  to  subsidize  pensions 
for  the  other  half,  without  any  hope  of 
equaj  return.  This  is  the  serious  vista 
that  is  opened  up  by  the  isolated  victory 
of  one  group  of  well-organized  workers  in 
the  United  States.

Canadian  Authors  Have  a Goal  to  Shoot  At 

CANADIAN  Book  Week  this  year  comes 
coincidentally  with  the  sittings  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  development 
of  Arts,  Letters  and  Sciences  in  Canada.  Of 
the  three  subjects  named,  that  of  Letters  is 
certainly  not  the  least  important.  Pic- 
tures and  sculpture  may  appeal  to  the 
eye,  but  the  printed  word  goes  home  the 
more  directly  to  the  mind  and  heart,  and 
It  preserves  the  record  of  human  thought 
as  nothing  else  can.  National  greatness 

without literature  must  be  a transitory 

epoch,  but  books  can  confer  greatness  out 
of  all  proportion  to  territory.  While  the 
grandeur  of  Rome  is  a memory,  the  litera- 
ture of  Oreece  remains  a living  force  to 
this  day. 

The  need  for  a Canadian  literature  is 
apparent  to  all.  In  a country  so  vast  and 
diversified  in  scenery  and  peoples  we  have 


the  elements  that  should  make  for  the 
creation  of  great  books.  We  have  emerged 
from  the  period  when  "need  was  sorest  to 
build  the  house  and  fell  the  forest."  Al- 
ready in  the  new  crop  of  historians,  poets 
and  novelists  we  have  the  promise  of  a 
flowering  future  in  Canadian  literature. 
It  takes  time  in  any  nation  for  literary 
power  to  come  to  fullness.  It  was  not  till 
the  age  of  Elizabeth  that  English  literature 
began  to  come  into  Its  own,  and  it  was  not 
till  the  middle  of  last  century  that  the 
United  States  with  its  famed  New  England 
school  broke  forth  in  intellectual  splendor. 

If  literature  in  the  Nineteenth  Century 
in  so  far  belonged  to  the  United  States,  why 
should- not  the  latter  part  of  the  Twentieth 
Century  belong  In  the  same  sense  to  Can- 
ada? To  achieve  this  end.  however,  en- 
couragement must  be  given  from  within. 


That  was  the  real  beginning  of  the 
end.  Stalin  began  to  have  doubts. 
Moreover,  he  was  personally  angry 
that  the  operation  he  had  ordered 
should  have  failed.
